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Our Sojourn Among the RuHoiaiM. 

To THE Eh>iTOR OP THE FiEX-D; —As I promUed in my 
last comuiunicallon to finish this sojourn in ray next 
letter, I must pass over many incidents interesting in 
themselves, but certainly irrelevant to a sporting jour¬ 
nal, I must leave'unnoticed the interesting city of Kieff, 
with its catacombs and churches ; Moscow and its 
Kremlin, with the celebrated "big bell” lying at the 
base of the tower of Ivan VeUkie, or John the Great; 
the interesting gate of Smolensk, through which no 
driver will take you in a droshkie unless you take oflT 
your hat, the general construction of this interesting 
city itself, the numerous and large barrel organs which 
are found in nil the restaurants,'ami the Russian baths 
and their associations. 

There is one circumstance which I would fain refer 
to fur a moment, namely the great number of holidays 
which every irerson must be struck with who stays on¬ 
ly for a short time in Russia. We have scarcely enough 
of these days of i-claxatlon by general consent, whereas 
really from the far greater stntin which is put upon our 
nervous system we ought to have a great many more' 
It is certainly very beneficial occasionally to lay down 
our arms in this general battle of commerce and trade, 
and like soldiers daring tbe armistice, to forget all spir¬ 
it of antagonism in the enjoyment of tlic ditferent 
phases of nature and art. Rut In Russia, this practice 
is so common that, just as their frequent and general 
kissing diminishes the value of tbe genuine article, so 
their holidays coming to frequent, servo not to relax 
tbe mind, but to foster a lazy disposition already inher¬ 
ent in the breed.' I have a vivid recollecflpn of an ex¬ 
cursion made from about a hundred and fifty miles 
north of Odessa, overland to the Crimea, which I will 
narrate to you in part before I close ; 

1 was'staying with a gentleman, whose ancestors 
fought with Charles XIl against Peter the Great, and 
although now a Russian subject, he.is, in general dis¬ 
position, quite the opposite from the typical Russian. 
He used to pride himself on his methodical way of do¬ 
ing things, and as every one who has a hobby, rode it 
Bometlmes to the annoyance of others. Before leaving, 
every station for changing horses, no railway happen¬ 
ed to lie in our tra^, was duly noted as well as the 
time necessary to arrive there, Ho many days were al¬ 
lotted for traveling, so many for visiting tbe plaoee of 
interest, and the entirecomputatlon being twenty days, 
the cook was ordered to preparh dinner for that 
three weeks. This programme was of course duly ifill- 
ed, U is true we stayed a couple of day* at a most un¬ 
interesting place In order to fill out tl^e programme, but 
such was his mania fpf exactijude t^ht |he would rather 
have camped out on the Steppe within ten miles pf 
home than arrive a day too spon. i Well, .we starUd 
with two carriages, a baggage wagon. And twelve 
horses; rattling over the plaiiis ivlth olir ot^ liprA^ ftw 
ihe first teiy JBileat At the first horse sta^, whlUb 
Inyla oar idKfeet raota, the Count (Oenmts are more 
plentlfhj ihithlrammerhlaokberrlei in RMhO by his 
inflnenoe obii|lhe4 l^e necessary docuinenf, ihtough 
'thioh were antborized to obtain twelve hMses at 
any hour of. the day or night, at a fixed rate. The mo¬ 
notony of the steppe of course soou palls on the sight, 


but the lively chatter of the Tamtchik, or driver, to hi.s 
horses, was always a source of pleasure. As soon us 
we passed the isthmus which connects the Crimea with 
the mainland, we caught sight of tbe loaded camel, 
and our ears were saluted with tbe squeak of the Tar¬ 
tar wagon wheel. The camel Is always an animal of 
interest, even in nur shows, but seen away from uthor 
BurroundingB, with his solitary conductur trudging 
along with his huge burden, and casting upon one that 
peculiar look, partly of inquiry and partly calling for 
Sympnlby, it produces an impression which cannuir be 
effaced. The horses are so timid of these creatures 
that a.law bos been enacted to prevent them iicing 
brought within a certain distance of cities, but from 
long habit, the horses of tbe villages become used to 
their presence. 

Of course the great means of transport for merchan¬ 
dise here in the Crimea, as well as in the South of Rus¬ 
sia in general, is the slow, plodding, but sure yoke of 
oxen. Sometimes we meet as many os a hundred yoke 
trudging along determined to bear their burdens |)eacc- 
ably. The Tartars, more lazy than their conquerors, 
move slowly along in this primitive style, never greas¬ 
ing their axle-trees but seeming to take a ilelight in the 
strange music of the four wheels, which, like four ca¬ 
nary birds, strive who can squeak the loudest. Be¬ 
fore being long in the peuinsula we soon note the 
strange mixture of Grecian and Tartar names; and a 
philologist would not he long in establishing theories 
of Grecian and other settlements, even if he knew 
nothing of its previous history. 

I need not notice the modern towns, which present 
nothing of spee.ial interest, but there is one of peculiar 
antiquity which we cannot pass over in silence: we 
mean B^ktehiserai. This was the ancient capital of 
the Tartars and tbe residence of tbe Khan. The word 
Bocktcbiseral la said to mean the "city of gardens," 
and perhaps, in comparison with the surroundings, is 
appropriately so called. Tbe palace itself is beautiful, 
or rather, tolerable, prinoi|)ally by contrast with the 
wretched hovels, narrow streets, and negligent appear¬ 
ance of everything else. We even had the privilege of 
sleeping in the rooms which had been occupied by 
numerous despots, but give us a modern airy room 
with a good stream of water at the hydrant rather than 
the associations of palaces, tyrants, and neither soap 
nor water. 

Within the precinots of the palace is the harem, the 
bath, the mausoleums of the various princes, and the 
tem{de of Mahonted. iRz times a day the priest of 
the tnmple mounts to tap of the tower and calls the 
vjronMppers together to render praise to MahAned and 
to Qm. The flock assembles, but we never mw more 
tbOA • d^n, (all men pf Murso,) and go tbrougb their 
gymnastics, which we have no doubt Mahomed insti¬ 
tuted to combat their- Inveterate laziness, and repair 
again to their different .sUlls. One would supimso that 
the priest would have reqiti^d some repose, utficiqting 
six tinwa dally, but no, It seema to give him new vigor 
for basinesB. The intervals between the calls to prayer 
he spent in cutting close bargains, and In the case of 
visitors he certainly gets a large share of tbeir custom. 

Not far distant from this little ancient city are the 


ruins of what was fumicrl}' an extensive aud lliickly 
populated town. Report says that it was a settlement 
of .lews whicli left their brethren before the captivity 
of Babylon and .settled duwn on the Cliersouesus. Uf 
the truth uf this tlicrc appears to be good evidence, or 
ut any rate good partial evidence. There 1 .h clu»o by 
a very large cemetery bearing Hebrew inscriptions of 
very ancieel date; and the cemetery, so full that there 
seems no room for an extra grave, appears not to have 
Ix^cii touclied for many a long year. Going among tlie 
i-uios of the one.e extensively |>opuIated city we 
found cvciytbing desolate; standing alone among the 
ruins was a small symxgogue where officiated a very 
old and remarkable mau. The venerable old man of 
Oil years had only a few months previous to our visit 
taken to himself a young wife, being the third time he 
had declared bis appreciation of the gentler soX. The 
one object which he set before himself during his 
life was the colloclion of manuscripts and tbe learning 
of languages, in both of which he certainly succeeded 
to II marvelous degree. Many years ago he had suc¬ 
ceeded in amassing in this unfrequented and unknown 
wKik of tlic world a very large collecliuu uf valuaiile 
mami-(cript.s of nil the dead languages, ani at the re¬ 
quest of the government he sold the siiinc for one 
hundruti lliuusaud roubles. 

Taking this sum he recommenced his collection, 
traveling in all the countries of classic renown, and 
from the quiet, univssuming way In which he lias ever 
lived nod acted, wc doubt not that be was able to ac¬ 
complish this much nmre effectually, and at much less 
expense than those that go out with carte blanche for 
some society whose funds are thought to be inexbaust- 
ablc. Be it as it may, the old man has a store of man¬ 
uscripts, which he describes as the finest in the world. 
And, although it is presumptions fur one unacquainted 
with such things to c.xpresB an opinion. It seemed fur 
superior to any we saw in England. Many a lover of 
antiquity would certainly pay court to the old man if 
they knew of bis whereabouts. As we hod the rare oc. 
casion of finding him at home, we of course questioned 
him as to his intentions oh quitting this scene of bis 
labors. The venerable old gentleman answered with 
a considerable amount of emotion, that be was about to 
leave tbe whole of it to his Emperor ns a gift, in Order 
that be might have the best manuscript library in the 
world. Having visited the synagogue in which this re¬ 
cluse officiated with punctilious exactions, we again 
mounted oiir horses, to retrace our steps to the ancient 
capital, and thence l« the battle fields of the Crimea. 
No matter what may be the nation, one always feels a 
spirit of rovorenco prevading the scenes of straggling 
and sufferlig. Whether tliat suffering has arisen from 
the unconUollable circumstances of every day life, or 
from those raro events In the history of nalioiis which, 
like thunder storms and cotnmercial crises, which seem 
necessary to prescrte the world of elements, of com¬ 
merce and politics intact. And here in the neighbor¬ 
hood of Scbaslopol and Balaklava the ruins, (1878,) 
are almost as eloquent as the day after the war. 
Sebastopol, previous to this disaster, must have beeu 
a charming city. Built entirely of the Inkerinan stone, 

1 which, for purity and beauty, need not to blush 
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along Bide of Italian marble. And even now, In the 
distance, one imagines that corny bnQdlBgs'

We wend oar way to the respShUve eemsteries and we 

cry -b-to the for the valgar^ean nejdect 

of the barytng piscee of their heraee. The Russians 
bare Iheir burying places decorated with one of the 
prattle^ Bseat elegeBt, and, fee iu alie, the most costly 
chuichee In the Iwd, and the people resort to it as a 
plaoe sacred to aaemory, strewing their graves with 
flowers. Tha French cemeteiy is looked after with 
due carsi bat the Rngllsh ud the Turkish burying 
groonda are only each worse than the other. 

Bat I mast bony on to give a word or two in oonclu- 
sioo. Leaying these desolate rains, we re-stocked our 
commissariat, and saade for the more direct southern 
coast of CiimcA and If every thing previous to our In- 
trodoctloB of the anctenk tewn «>f Backtchiseral was 
monotoBOoa, bbw every nook and corner was romanti¬ 
cally pIctaMqoe. Ltnlag the shore were tlie most 
pleasing **ir*g mountalaoas drives, resembling much 
the iDOttittSaou eoeaas of Bwltaeiiand, minus Ita 
snow ; vlBeyards Instead of comflelds, and handsonte 
residences instead of hovels. On the estate of Prince 
Waranzoff is to be found the flnest walnut trees, we be¬ 
lieve, in the world, not excepting even the handsome 
line in Switzerland. Here the several members of. the 
Imperial family have their private autumnal residences, 
all pretty andneautlful, but not like Tankee land after 
all. Spending a considerable time in visitinK these 
places, whose principal attraction was their association 
with the Imperial family, which, to us, was of little 
consequence, we started again in a north-easterly direc¬ 
tion towards our home in the steppe, to arrive for a 
dinner ordered three weeks before. And as we our¬ 
selves are only a guest we bid our reader, in the true 
Russian style, Prostchaitya—adieu. 

East Indian Sporting Sketches.— No. 4. 

There are few sporty If any, that can rival that of 
“Pig-8tlcking," for ezAtement or danger. That which 
mast be most like to it, on this continent, is a wild rush 
among the buffaloes of the western wilderness \ but of 
this sport I have not yet tasted, thou^ my hopes are 
that 1 may get far enough west to have just one dash 
at ^e ponderous game. 

Engush fox-hunters—sworn believers in the unrival- 
abledelighUof *'40minutes without a check”—have, 
at first, reluctantly assented to the thrilling excitement 
of pursuing the “mi^ty boar," till imbued in the be¬ 
lief that there is nothing like it—in the Eastern hemis¬ 
phere at least. In fox-hunting, the chief delights of 
modem days, are to keep as near a swift running pack 
of bounds as the quality of your horse and your own 
powers of adhesion will permit, together with those ac¬ 
cessories of every human sport, the desire to out-do aud 
ecHpse all rivals. In Plg-Aacklng, however, there is, 
above and beyond the adhesive powers required in all 
horsemanship, the actuid porsoit of a swift, powerful, 
cunning and ve^ dangerous beast, for whoso destruc¬ 
tion, the only admitted weapon Is a simple lance, vary¬ 
ing in length. In different parts in India, from the job¬ 
bing spear of six, to the long lance of nine feet. In 
fox-bunting, the country is grass, plough, &c.. Inter¬ 
spersed wlm fences of sorts, b'lt every bit of the coun¬ 
try is fair and free from ambuscade or hidden danger. 
In hog-hunting, however, the country is terrible—here 
a rugged hillside covered with loose boulders of sizes, 
tbatsiip from under the iron shod borBe’s hoofs and 
thunder in the rear—there a bare patch of black soil 
ail riven and cracked by the sun’s beat, till it repre¬ 
sents a huge sort of sieve across which the rider dashes 
recklessly, lesvlng their mutosl safety to the nimble 
footed hone be bestrides—anon, a space covered with 
high grass and riddled with rat and ant holes—all these 
with the addition of precipitous water-courses, too 
wide to fly, and that most be scrambled into and out 
of as best you may. 

I will tfy and give my readers an account of my 
first pig” and ita concomitant toys: 

Not uring had anlBclent faith in my horsemanship, 
or the cleverness of n^ only horse, 1 had not restored 
my name as a member of the Nagpore Tent Club, so 
was rather pleasingly soiprised at receiving their card 
of invitation for their first meet. I snppssed, and 
rightly, that this courted was due to Jock P—, a rare 
horseman and brother officer of mine, and to him I hur¬ 
ried to make arreniementa for the coming dellgbta. 
My Joy was not unmingled with fear, not for my own 
bones, but far the life of my well beloved little nag, 
Paul, for the meet was over the hardest line of tha 
Tent-Club country. Jock, however, had formed a very 
high cminion of Paal's abIBtiea in many a brisk skurry 
amr to*, and jackaL so he reassured me with the flat¬ 
tering unction, that 1 should sea more of the fun than 
haUuie field. 

Ifing before dawn of the eventful day, H-, Jock 

and myailf wore jogging aloog thron|^ the crisp frosty 
air on Domrwed “hacks?’ The ataia wars yat ahlt)ing 
in all their Uqntd brlUiaocy, thongh the cmIds of the 
partridge-and Mttothig of ue early birds, added to the 
taint mge of UAt on me eastern horizon, told na that 
day was at 1 mb 3 ; rapidly the nint faded out 

aa that oC day lacreaaed, till the yellow lui of the day 
god glanced over ■ the far-off lulls. Shortly we were 

overtaken by P-s and P-n, two rolgh^ banters

Breakfast was shortly served, during which others 
dropped in Un by • a. m.. Ire msMerad M, but some of 
these were only out to see the meet. About 10 a. m., 
the old huntsman came In to say that the beaters and

captain of the olnh, qaRwthe "boot and 
and in a f«w momanU wo weie all wending om 
toward! the deboophora of a ravine througn whidi we 
pin wonld be drivsn. . 

Having arrived, there waa B genenl dlsmounUng tO; 
ti^tenibAhB, axamlne blu sBi atlrrup leatbert, taa: 
screw uniikHirage,—we all knew the country wn stiff,- 
and thoii UM rode that dqy'muri throw ain^ their 
hearts for the while. 

Eighteen intended work, aa waa evident from the pois¬ 
ing and testing of ipear ahafta. Those In use with the 
N. T. 0.. were such that each man standing could Just 
about touch tha point with the fingers of hu high ex¬ 
tendi arm aa Um spear butt rested between the feet. 
Such did not balance well, but as the length waa the 
fashloii, some ounces of lead were deed round the butt 
to give the required welf^t there. 

'The ahouta of the beatera were aoen beard, becoming 
nearer and nearer; at last the iBok-ont man, In a tree 
bard by, signalled they are coming. Man, instant 
every man, waa alert and in tha saddle—"steady, gen¬ 
tlemen,” whispered P-a, “let them get well away.” 

We were all gailng teward the oMMith.m the ravine— 
an old aow and her sqaakera bn^, ttea aetne fair siz¬ 
ed piga, followed by two fine boars and aaether gang of 
BOWS and squeakara, and these by three more floo pigs 
and a fine big boar, the pamaroh of the souwesr. 

Every eye was on P-a; "new gentlaaen,” SBd elA- 

teen norsemen dashed ont of the cover '^th a wild 
whoop, the last of the herd had a good fiOO yards start, 
and the course to the nearest jungles was about four 
miles. J. H. on Us English mare took the lead across 
the level field In front of ns, and over the noBah in 
fine style. Here there was a scattering in various di¬ 
rections after the various boars and pigs. I found my¬ 
self among the first flight over the ravine into the sieve- 
like black soil, and heeding Jack’s advice, just beaded 
Paul for a swifter bounduig young boar, and I let him 
go bis own way. 

At first I gained very little, but I did gain and knew 
that this was good work, for a wild pig gets away over 
the first half mile at a terrific pace, but when pressed 
hard, tires. The moment 1 bad cleared the black soil 
and landed on some sound stuff beyond, I drove In the 
spurs, shouted to Paul, and raced up to Mr. Pig in fine 
style, bat when half way across, I became aware of a 
horsemen close behind, again I pricked my Pauh but 
we got the go-by from S--— on his $1,3G0 arab. I now 
took a puu at Paul, as 1 saw &--— must beat me 
In the run up, which he did, the pig swerving right 
across his front sent him and horse a clear somersault, 
whilM I lei Paul out again after the now panting pig. 
We soon closed with him, and he jinktd (swerved) 
again, but Paul showed bimself an old band, for, open 
mouthed, he swerved with the pig, nearly unseating 
me and causing me to loose the chance of spearing the 

f ;ame, but Paul stuck close to him, and on the pig jink- 
ng again, I drove my spear in between his ribe turning 
him right over with the impetus of our rush, but it did 
not flmsh him. He was on his legs in an Instant, but 
P-n coming up at this moment, gave him the finish¬ 
ing touch just between the sboulders. B-mean¬ 

while had remouDted and caught up something that 
was bothering him in some long grass about quarter of 
a mile to our ri^t, so away we went to his help; arriv¬ 
ing, we found be bad struck a fine boar who was both- 
er&g him by dodging from patch to patch of some 
bushes; upon seeing us arrive, the pig refused to break 
cover. We did all we could to get him out, but he 
would not “get.” By this time, Jock and two others 
had come up from other directions, so we determined 
to dismount and force him, as the bush was 
small. Four of us bitched our horses to bushes behind 

whilst J-and 8—— (by lot) looked out for a break 

away. But he was too hud hit for any more running ; 
we formed two and two with our spears pointing to ue 
front and walked towards Ue bush, seeing men on foot 
he charged wiU a. fierce grunt and died impaled by 
four spears.

Among the Antelope and Buffalo. 

Mr. Editob: —The California emigration epidemic 
of ISIO embraced me among Its nnmeroas victima.— 
Leaving Ohio March 4, oroceeded to Bt. Louis, Mo., 
where fpurckased ontflt, including medicines pro¬ 
visions, ammunition, etc. Took steamer for Bt. Jo¬ 
seph, Mo., Ue general emigration rendezvous, reaching 
Uere with a loss of forty-one passengers by spcwadlc 
cholera, and finding Ue town a genenil peat qnarteis 
for ten bondreda ot cholera victims, who were dying 
at an average of one hundred and forty a dayl 
Circumatancea—the overwhelming demand for phy¬ 
sicians—dictated my duty, and tor about four weeks 
my services were at Ue command of some over fonr 
bandit of Ue smitten. Thns detained, I was belated 
in starting, and hence remained, foBowingUe promsa 
of Ue epmemlc eastward Into the interior of the Btete. 
It was not till May, 1860, Uat I left ^ Joseph for the 
“ plains across,” reaching Salt Lake Cjty on Ue 14th 
August same yau. Anticlpatiim aonla con^erable 
sport as well as aome danger incident to bufinrio hast¬ 
ing, etc., aeveial gentlemen of oar oompaay waro well 
preparM ter eomlng events Uat do not alwaya "eaat 
their ahadms before.". In oorgroapwaa a comical 
necimen of the genns homo, by Ue name of Jo. 
’Thom, of reckless, daring habit, Inst Ue maa for the 
occasion, tha " rint maa in the right plaae." We had 
aacendea theBoaUi Platte to sear Ita iiuiotlOB with the 
North Platte ere anything of an exciting iateraat oc¬ 
curred, save a few antelope buntihga-iimtly failiuee^ 
a Anr coyote chases, etc. Havl^ aaleeted a well- 
graded oamplag groond some three mllaa front the road, 
up a small atream, oar oompany decided to "lay over 
and rest a couple of days,” and allow os to have a 
genera] hnnt. 

Preparations were accordingly made. It was at 
dayllglit, June 4U, Uat six of'ua, (including eccentric

aMteslHOBCIndt in pursuit dT the day’s eveota and 
pat)ls» OeaiiBg tea nUDsontetwo mllet from camp, 

" ilodad to divide oqr fdtee, a part camping (fi- 
y over R, white tha other went aronqd its west¬ 
ern point, wheea we azjmted to encounter game, both 
bnflalo aM aM^ope, We were not disappointed, for 
as we Kuadea Ue bln the glass discovered both kinds 
ofgaipe- A tew mome^' conaullatlon decided ibo 
iitoM of attack. Jo. and mywif were to pass around 
to Mrorlglti at a amall elevation, wbUe Hr. Johnson 
was to remain and watch Ua iteiting of Ue gaiiie anti 
act aoomtdingiy. We had not gone more than five 
hundred yarai when we heard the report of two rlflcB 
obvlonaly from Ue left wing of our division, and look- 
ing in Uat direction we taw oiouda of dust ascending, 
endenclng the " stampeding of buffalo,” and the.se 
surely baring down upon us. From Ue amount of 
dust we estimated Uat there were about one hundred 
of Uem. Just at tUs time there came rushing upon 
usUiee much-soared antelope'running to escape tb« 
approaching buff^oi We took advantage or their 
fright imdDroaght down two of them; the reports of 
our guns knvliig alarmed seme Uree or four cows that 
were just around a point of Ue elevation, they came 
rushing furioosly over Ue point nearly toward us, and 
seeing our time we made for Uem, UlHng two and 
wounding a Ulrd—our breech-loading arms proving 
equal to the emergency. The other party were by 
this time in sight pursuing the fleeing band which were 
now wiUin forty or fifty rods of ns and nearly oppo¬ 
site. Encouraged by our success we daringly made fur 
a separated bull who proved too much for our general¬ 
ship and strategy, for wbeellng upon us be suddenly 
caused our ponies to frighten, and they abruptly 
dodged, wbich caused me to nearly lose my hold upon 
the saddle, while it unhorsed Jo., tumbling him pell- 
mell down the hillside, while bis pony used bis free¬ 
dom in rushing from the dreaded enemy. 

Jo. bad no time to He; the great danger of being 
gored made him very nimble in uprigbting himself for 
a run; but where to run? from aaoUer direction five 
other excited and maddened bulls were approaching. 
Having scented Ue blood from the killed cows tbey 
commenced a tremendous bellowing, which suggcsteil 
to ua the propriety of leaving Ue sanguinary battle to 
our overpowering foes; yet not without shooting at one 
of US nearest as they approached. Jo., in the mean¬ 
time, had retreated wiU great syieed to the other parly, 
and plunging for life, be attempted to jump astradille 
Will Davis' horse, wiiich so frightened Ue already ex¬ 
cited animal Uat be unhorsed boU and ran off towanl 
camp wiU all speed.

Deer Slaughter In Wisconsin. 
bt red wind. 

A friend writing from Eau Plelne, Wis., informs me 
that a few lawless characters In that vicinity have, 
within the past month killed quite a number of deer, 
in direct viotation of the game law, and I wish to let 
the fact be known to the true sportsmen of the "Bad¬ 
ger Btate," especially the members of the "State 
Sportsmen's As^lation,” that steps may be taken to 
prevent the butchery. As game protection is the chief 
principle of our worthy Aawclation, Ido not doubt that 
some member or members In that section of the Btate 
will be empowered to act in behalf of the organizatjon 
to bring the pot-hunters to Justice. The act of killing 
deer at this season Is the more atrocious, as they are 
worthless, either for the flesh or hides, and what ob¬ 
ject the rascals can have In killing them Is a mystery, 
unless, as an act of malice and spite. If a local club 
of sportsmen exists in that part of the State, it is their 
duty to bring to trial the poachers, and this would 
doubtless be done if composed of true sportsmen, but 
very likely no such organization exists there, and it 
falls on the Btate Association to see that the laws are 
enforced in this particular. I would sug^t that the 
Association either publicly offer a reward for informa¬ 
tion sufiScient to convict any person of killing or hav¬ 
ing in possession any deer, er other game now protect- 
c^by law, or as a second plan, offer the reward to some 
person in that locality, without giving it publicity. 
Tija would be the more liable to take the fellows off 
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in a drive to Musswell Hill. This was an admirable 
idea os it gave a fair teat of the working ability of the 
teams on a fair up and down road. Arrived at the 
Hill they drove into the Alexandra Palace grounds to 
attend tne horse-show, forming line along one side of 
the Jumping enclosure and adding much to the ap¬ 
pearance of the show. .

The cart and dray stallions were a 
splenuid lot and it was very bard to say which was 
best. All the hunter classes were well filled, the 
prizes being distributed with the usual reversal of po¬ 
sitions at prior shows elsewhere. The Jumping afford¬ 
ed consIderaUe amusement, as some of .the bipeds 
were evidently unaccustomed to saltatory displays, 
sod showed more daylight 'twixt seat and saddle than 
is usual; a lady canled off the first prize, but we 
think the Judges made allowance for her sex. 

Racing matters are very dull, the only matter of 
soy importance being the Btockoridge meeting, begln- 
nlDg this afternoon. You will doubtless hear with re¬ 
gret that Mr. Merry is about to retire from the turf, 
St the end of this season, and the beginning of that 
esd Is apparent by the fact that Doncaster has already 
been sold. Peck, his trainer, securing him for the 
handsome figure of $50,000. Marie Btuart is greatly 
sought after, but at present she is out of the market, 
being on offer to a certain nobleman for $25,000. Mr. 
Peck has leased Doncaster for a term of three years 
(or $45,000 and a full insurance for his value. There 
is no doubt that Doncaster will take the place of his 
sire as monarch of the stud; we look eagerly forward 
to attending the first sale of his get, for prices will 
-noge high. If there are men willing to pve $0,420 
sn r$7,876 for colts by Blair Athole, who has never 
got anything better than brilliant rollers, there will 
surely some be found to pay highly for the get of such 
a grand scion of old Stockwell, of whose blt^ all the 
best stayers bow running are. Breeding on scientific 
principles id a paying investment, and the Btud Com¬ 
pany may be thankful that they have made such a 
splendid sale this year, as their thirty-eight lots of colts 
sod fillies averaged $2b60 each, the price-list being 
headed by the colt of Blair Athole—Crinon by New- 
minster—at $0,420; Maceronl was a good second, as his 
colt out of old Margery Daw, realized $8,726; colts by 
Blair Athole out of Coimbra and Fa^land bringing 
respectively $7,076 and $6 ,776. Messrs. Coombe, 
Deacon, and Waring each sold some on the same day 
and after the Stud (ki.’s sale, one of Mr. Coombe's, a cOlt 
by Young, Melbourne-Duchess, getting over the $6,000 
hurdle. 

The Middle Park yearlings wore sold on the lOtb. 
A slashing colt by Vespasian, out of Beclusion, (little 
Hermit's dam,) sold at $7,876, but none of the others 
got over the above mentioned hurdle, the average for 
the lot (60) being $1,205. 

Whilst on this yearling topic I must mention that 
Lord Roseberry means to bring before the July meet¬ 
ing of the Jockey Club a motion to alter the present ab¬ 
surd law concerning nominations, and disqualifications 
by death of nomlnor. Under the existing laws we have 
lost the opportunity of seeing Holy Friar Join conclu¬ 
sions with Qalopin in the Derby and Balvateur for the 
8t. Leger, as Mr. King, his owner and nominor, died 
Just previous to the Derby. It is a rule that militates 
against breeders, and especially against those of the 
north who have to nominate their yearlings for all the 
great races before they sell them, and so become re¬ 
sponsible for their forfeits, though the oontrol of the 
horses incurring the forfeits have long passed out of 
their hands. Worse still, should one of these breeders 
die on the eve of some big race some four or five im¬ 
portant favorites might be disqualified.

How to Improko Stock. 

It is a conceded fact that not one in ten of the off¬ 
spring of notable animals are equal to tbelr parents In 
the qualities sought after. Is It not strange that such 
is thefaetr Most •woald answer >‘Yet.” But I think 
they should •answer *‘Nor A cleae study of the ances¬ 
tral Hne'wonld reveal the troth, that there had been 
so many bad qaalltles from time to time united that 
only by chance does some noted exception show forth. 
It is not only necessary to have good qualities in the 
stock animal, but more necessary to know how he or she 
came by them—if by ancestral transmission, where the 
line is long and pore, or If only by a chance. I have 
often heara it remarked by those desirous of breeding 
to a certain animal that so long as a horse eould show 
in the twenties that was enough to cause him to be 
sought after as a sire. The idea is certainly wrong, 
and It is for that cause that we see so few very good 
animals in oompariion to the number of ordinwy ones. 
“ Blood will tell," is an old and true saying. The fast¬ 
est horses have not gotten as fast colts, and in many 
cases have shown nothing to their credit, whereas 
horses of kno^Wn good crosses, although not fast at all 
on the road, nevertbelesa have made themselves no¬ 
torious as good stud getters. But the horsss have 
fallen into good hands. Buch men as Backman, Alex¬ 
ander, and scores of others equally to be praised for 
their knowledge and success, have exemplified what 
can be produced by a close 'study of the natures of 
dlflerent horses, and tMD by a happy blending of those 
natural qualities sought after, thus producing the de¬ 
sired results. My object has been to say a fe*v 
words in regard to the flog, and I could not, 1 think, 
introduce the breeding of that animal in any better way 
than by comparing tbe means necessary to reach good 
results in the horse. It seems strange that an animul 
so much associated with roan as the dog is shuuld 
have been so wofully neglected in his breeding as to 
defy, in the most of cases, any recognition as to par¬ 
entage or family. Itis Just as cheap to feed a good 
dog as a poor one, and far more agreeable and satisfac¬ 
tory. 

Tbe same course should be pursued to get a good 
dbg us to get a good borse. But the theories of one 
person diner so materially from those of another that 
only by each one following bis own reason can the 


so closely the qualities of the sires and dams that we 
can overbalance tbe bad to one by crossing with an 
excess in the opposite direction with the other. This 
can be done so that perfection can be obtained. To 
line a bitch that is too slow with a dog that is too 
high strung and fast would produce pups that would 
be more in accordance with what we want. In tbe 
same way in regard to other qualities. Again, it will 
not do to inbreed. It has been done and good results 
would seemingly have come from it; but although the 
animal will have a more refined look, yet a close in¬ 
spection will show some weak spot. In-breed again 
and you intensify that weakness, so that in a very 
short time you have animals with weak consiitutluns, 
although to the eye they may in many Cases be beauti¬ 
ful, and in ieolated cases, strong and healthy. But to 
keep it up is ruiuous in the extreme. I will at a future 
time give an account of experiments, made by my¬ 
self, that may be interesting to those who ore anxious 
of iuformation on breeding. Dash.

To THE Editor op The Field. —I. have been pleased 
to see the great improvement in sporting matters 
throughout the country during the past year, more es¬ 
pecially in regard to my favorite, the deg.

Too much chance work here, 
has produced dogs whose ancestral line it would be 
bard to trace, and without it, we can not have any 
data of value to make our dogs sought after as the Eng¬ 
lish dogs are by Americans at tbe present day. We 
have the best reason to think, now, that the commence¬ 
ment has shown so great improvement, that within 
five years from now, we shsll show as good. If not su¬ 
perior, hunting dogs to those they have to England. 
And why not f It is work and plenty of it that makes 
a good field dogs. Our whole western country is a 
game reserve, whilst to England, they can not have the 
variety that we have here to exercise a dog so aa to 
make him a perfect bunting dog on all kinds of game 
and grounds.-

O’Leary has foiled In tbe ordnoua undertaking of walking 159 
miles In 32 consecutive hours, which he hod set himself to accom¬ 
plish. r -«*"' 

It rests with ns to make some comments upon tbe undertaking 
and foliar*. That It woe no rash venture le conclusively shown by 
the gallant manner fn which he covered 100 miles In 19h. 4Sm. 60*., 
end we have now no doubt that tbe man can achieve the distance 
within the time under proper circumstances. He failed for the ob¬ 
vious reason of want of due care. We can hardly believe It possi¬ 
ble that any man would have tbe foolhardiness to start on such a 
Journey wlthoat collecting every known force to assist him In 
overcoming that enemy—Time; but we bad something more to 
learn than we thought we had, for we ore Informed by the very 
best authority possible, the man himself, that this walk was started 
on and so far continued without the aseistance and presence of 
trainer or doctor, that no food was token for twenty bonra, except 
couple of oranges, that no enangements bed been mode for his 
comfort and care during his baits, and In fact that he hod Intended 
to try to do this hitherto unachievable deed by the simple force of 
nature and pluck. Success alone could have JnstlBed him In snch 
course; but as he has failed, we must give him the credit of In¬ 
sulting the public by neglecting those means which sclenou and 
experience have given us to nurse the body and husband its re 
sources in carrying out any great or arduous undertaking. He 
should have been attended by both trainer and doctor to watch 
him and prevent any too lengthy period of straigbt-on-end exer¬ 
tion; should have received nourishment at Intervals according to 
want, not orange* and tea, but strong btef (sa, Heblg’s extract of 
meat, and dry toast; a comfortable apartment should have been 
prepared for hie reception during ell halts. In which a lounge 
should have been placed os well os a bath; daring his halts be 
should have been sponged and rubbed down with os little exertion 
to himself *s possible, sod bis lower limbs should have been 
shampooed to prevent the muscles from sliSenlng; at each halt he 
should had a complete change of clothes which should have been 
previously'worn and known to Bt well. To neglec^thls latter pre¬ 
caution was sheer madness, and proved In comblrutlon with the 
neglect of other csuBee,ln rendering a certainty Into a painful and 
sickening failure. 

Too much censure can not be heaped upon the management of 
this catch-penny concern for their utter neglect of all things per¬ 
taining to the comfort and well-being of the man who was making 
money for them. 

O'Leary Is a flne young fellow, and has the phlslque and pluck 
to accomplish the greatest feats of pedestrionlsm, and with due 
attention to those points we have mentioned, will yet accomplish 
what be hoe Just failed In- and more.

The Great Trial. 

The great Bcecher-Titton trial has ended at last, and 
still we are left in the dark as to the truth or falsity of 
the charges brought against the great preacher of the 
Brooklyn Plymouth church, so far as the tinding of the 
jury is concerned. After dcliberating.on the case for 
eight days, the jury informed the Judge that it was im¬ 
possible for tbecu to come to an agreement, and were 
discharged. They stood nine for acquittal and three 
for conviction. Tliis was about as near an agreement 
as the general public had expected. Considering all 
the influence that was brought to bc.ar on them by the 
members of Plymouth church and the paid prcs.s, we 
think it a little remarkable that there Rhould have been 
any disagreement at all, and there probably would not 
bad there not been some true, honest and intelligent 
men on Ihe jury—men who could discriminalc between 
black and white—men who believed that the testimony 
of llirce good and intelligent persons was entitled to as 
much credit as one on the other side. 

This may be a great triumph for Beecher, but wc fail 
to see it. As we view the case, he stands to-day just 
where he did before the trial begau—no better and no 
worse. The public were in hopes that he would be 
able to prove himself entirely innocent of the charges 
imputed to him, and in such a clear light ns to leave no 
doubt in the mlnda of the jury and mankind generally. 
It was unfortunate for him that be has been unable to 
do so, notwithstanding that bis congregation has raised 
bis salary for the present year to one hundred thou- 
eand doltare. This is rewarding virtue and Christian 
integrity with a vengeance! 

The case has been a remarkable one, not alone for 
the length of time it has occupied, the eminent counsel 
engaged on both sides, and the large number of witness¬ 
es examined, but for the unmitigated lying which has 
been done on one side or the other. Persons who oc¬ 
cupy the highest positions in society and whose intelli¬ 
gence is indisputable, have told stories directly contra¬ 
dictor)^ to each other. Does it seem probable that such 
men and women, have ao more regard for truth and 
honor, than to try and send a great and good man down 
to the lowest depths of Infamy by malicious perjury ? 
We cannot think so. 

We do not wish Co be understood as pronouncing Mr. 
Beecher guilty of the charge of adultery, but we think 
that be has been unable to give a satisfactory explana¬ 
tion of the letters which passed between himself and 
Mrs. Tilton. These letters speak for themselves, and 
their existence, unlike the oral testimony, could not be 
sworn away. These letters go to show that there was 
something wrong “in Denmark,” but whether they bad 
any reference to an improper intimacy between the 
parlies we do not propose to say. The reader can inter¬ 
pret them for himself. Unlike some of our contempor¬ 
aries, we cannot fail to see things in their proper light; 
neither are we so nncharitabie as to impnte all the wick¬ 
edness to one side and all the goodness to the other. Let 
us lake for example the Poet and Hail of this city, a 
paper that has been biased from the beginniug of the 
trial, and one that has given publicity to more sophis¬ 
try and imbecility on this trial than any other in the 
country. It has been totally blind as to the Tilton side 
of the question, and Its columns have been filled with 
trashy editorials day after day for months past. Any 
man who writes such qonsense as we have seen In that 
paper, should be provided with a home at Jacksonville, 
instead of being allowed to occupy the honorable posi¬ 
tion of editor of a daily paper. Wc commend him to a 
board of medical examiners.

We have more than 
once advocated this measure, and wo are glad to find 
that there is now good prospect of its being put into ex¬ 
ecution. Determined to try their hand whether there 
was a rifle range or not, several gentlemen set out with 
their rifles to salute that lusty young fellow, the 4lh, 
(although it happened to be the 6th,) and at Oak Park 
to rig up a rifle range for themselves. This certainly 
was a little dangerous, hut as it passed off without acci¬ 
dent, all is well. Among the gentlemen in question, 
were A. Q. Alford, of Remington & Sons, Slate Street; 
J. A. Shaffer, A. M. Shaffer, and O. E. Blackmer. We 
have seen 8)>ccimcus of J. A. Shaffer’s shooting in Ful¬ 
ler's Shooting Gallery, Washington Street, and wo are 
satistied that wc shall have no cause to bo ashamed of 
his efforts. It will be seen from the scores which we 
publish in another column, that this gentleman made 
four bulls eyes out of ten, and that Mr. Alford scored 83 
out of a possible 40, uUhougb they shot straight off at 
the 1,000 yards range without previous practice at the 
800or UOO yards range. 

These gentlemen, we understand, have already 
commenced operations towards the formation of ang¬ 
ular club, aud particulars of the same can be obtained 
at Remington's store, or of the gentlemen above men¬ 
tioned. Wc learn alsd, that Bodine and Fulton have 
both ofl'ered their assistance whenever arrangements 
can he made to establish a rifle range. Catching up 
the spirit of the times too, Fuller, of the Star Shooting 
Gallery on Washington street, is about to assist the 
young riflemen by changing his targets and numbering 
them according to the accepted rifle target; he is more¬ 
over going to assist their efforts by furnishing every 
shooter with an authorized score on printed score sheets. 
This will greatly facilitate the records of matches with 
clubs that may bo formed, and will enable the tyro to 
keep a record of and compare bis shots. The practice 
of doing this cannot bo too highly valued, when one is 
determined to make a successful shot. We suggest an 
idea to our proprietors of shooting galleries, would it 
not be dosirablo '.o have tho means of reclining in some 
way, us is found to be necessary in the field at 1000 
yards? Certainly if the shooting gallery is to be prepara¬ 
tory to the genural rifle range, then the nearer wc can ap¬ 
proach it in all respects, the bettor. 

L.vbt winter the Illinois Legislature passed a law 
prohibiting persons, other than the authorized agents, 
from selling railroad tickets. This was done, through 
the instigation of the railway companies, to break up 
the “scalpers.” The law went into effect on Thursday. 
The “scalpers,” or outside buyers and sellers of rail¬ 
way tickets, have determined to continue their business 
as heretofore, on the ground that the law* is unjust 
and unconstitutional. If arrested they will not pay the 
$100 fine, but will appeal the case to the highest courts 
and have the question legally decided. We fail to see 
any justice in such a law, and believe the Supreme 
Court of the State will so decide. If a man chooses to 
establish a brokerage for the sale and purchase of rail 
way tickets, we think ho has a perfect right to do so; 
for we fail to see wherein it is not as legitimate as 
speculating in grain or anything else. These men 
certainly have a right to buy a ticket whenever and 
wherever they can, and at whatever price: having 
bought It they have an equal right to sell or use it, as 
they choose, all of the law-makers to the contrary not¬ 
withstanding. 

At the contest for the Abercorn Cup, which came off 
at Dollymount, on July 1st and 2nd, Mr. Edmund 
Johnson of the Irish Team won by a total score of 388.

On trial, the reader will see that by the addition of 
each straight line, whether straight across the column or 
down the column, makes 84; that the two diagonals 
make 84; that the sum of the four corner numbers of 
the principal square is also 84; that the sum of the 
whole four numbers composing tho nine possible 
squares into whicb ibe large square can be divided is 
34; then by beginning with the number 3 and passing 
round the square to numbers similarly in relation to 
the general square, thus 2, 13, IS, 6, wc again get 34; 
then taking the number 3 and proceeding in like man¬ 
ner, thus 8, 8, 14, 9, wc again get 34. 

Those combinations are very curious; but not less so 
is the case with which this arrangement can bo renum¬ 
bered. Drawing two lines respectively from the lower 
and outer angles of 1 and 4 respectively to the upper 
end of the middle line where it divides the 2 from the 
8 square, we get a triangle; and the 1, 3, 3, 4 are found 
in the squares in which the angles of the triangle ter¬ 
minate. Then make a second triangle, with the second 
line from the top as its base and its apex terminating 
in the point where the second line from the bottom 
intersects the central line, and wo have the figures 5, 6, 
7, 8 in tho angles of the triangle, the 6 beginning on 
the same side of the general square as the 4. Then 
making another triangle, with tlie second line from the 
bottom as its base and Ibe intersection of its second 
line from the top and the central line running down¬ 
wards as its apex, wc have tho figures 9,10, It, 12 in 
the angles of the third triangle, the figure 0 being be¬ 
tween the 4 and 5. Then taking the top line as a base, 
and the point where the central line downward cuts 
the lowest line of the square as its apex, and we gel a 
fourth triangle, and the 18,14, IS, 16 placed respective¬ 
ly in the squares in which the angles terminate, the 13 
being on the same side of the square as that, on which 
the 1 began. 

This peculiar device for remembering the arrange¬ 
ment of figures did not occur in the article that fell 
under our notice, but it is almost as curious as the ar¬ 
rangement of the figures themselves.

The Ooler ef Horses. 

If the dobete on the inppW of hones In the Hmee of 
Common! haa been prodnotfye of no good, it certainly 
hM stlaiulnted Inquiry on hone breeding, seldom en¬ 
tered into by mormngdidUea or eveningpnpen written 
by “gentlemen for gentlemen.” The Irau MM Oa- 
eelCi, in n recent arricle, hM dlacussed the auhlect of 
colon of hones. It might appear Immaterial jrtat col¬ 
or or ahade of color a hone may be, and Uie old adage 
that “a good horse cannot be a bad color," appean to 
favor the conclusion that color la a matter of little im- 

E ortance, The ortalnal color of the hone appean to 
ave been dun. There is at least a well grounded 
opiniuD that the oldest strains are ihoM of a dun color, 
and having black spinal stripes with or without oorres- 
ponding markings on shouldcn and legs. In Norway, 
the native hone or pony Is dun. In Wales It Is a^ 
earned that tbe most ancient tribes are thoee of a simi¬ 
lar color. All feral animals are everywhere self or 
whole colored, ^tted kino are the products of culti¬ 
vation. Piebald and Skewbald bones are almost un¬ 
known amongst the primitive races of these animals. 

The predominant, almost exclusive colons of the 
horses of the desert are a deep, bright bay, chestnut, 
gray and black. Tbe last is the leMt frequent, and tbe 
Brown common aniungst Calabrian horses, and not 
rare amongst English thoroughbreds, Is exceptional 
with Arabians and Barbs. The English thoroughbred, 
ail artificial production, ia seldom seen of a fight m 
gray color, notwithstanding that his nearest lundrM, 
Uic Arabs, are frequently of a light color. Breeding 
and fMbion have almoat entirely eradicated gray from 
the English thoroughbreds, although we have among 
other exceptional instances to the contrary in Gray 
Homus, Chanticleer, and his stock. Black appears oc¬ 
casionally. Boan^duns and sorrels are never seen on 
any race-course. The color of animals is within cet^ 
tain limits, under the control of the breeder. What is 
called “pre-potency" is sometimes singularly exhibited 
in the transmission of a special color. Some of the 
most famous stallions have been remarkable In this re¬ 
spect. It Is singular with what persistency the “blsie 
and white stockings,” to mention one instance, follows 
certain families of thoroughbreds. The chestnut, the 
bay and the brown are equally characterized m other 
strains. Amongst dogs pre-potency In color has been 
well illustrateu in many Instances. The celebrated 
stud grayhound Bedlamite produced. It is smd, no oth¬ 
er color but black amongst his offspimg, whilst his own 
brother threw stock of all shades, both being direct de¬ 
scendants—grandsons—of their renowned ancestor 
Kin g Cob, who WM a parti-colored dog. A similar in¬ 
stance of pre-potency of color we have met with in our 
own experience, in a somewhat inbred grayhound, 
whom pedigree traced In six lines to King Cob—the 
color of all nla pupa wm Invariably black. 

There ia a prevailing idea amongst breeders of short¬ 
horns that in-breeding has a tendency to produce 
white. However well-founded the opinion may be, It 
does not appear to be subatantlated in the case of other 
domestic animals, llie in-breeding of horses, m in 
the case of the English tboroughbreos, emanating from 
a few original horses and mares that can be counted 
on the fingera of one’s bands, hM certainly not tended 
to produce white speoimons, neither is the dictum Jus¬ 
tified by any evidence in relation to dogs, cats, pig¬ 
eons or other domestic animsds. Perhaps no one ex¬ 
cept the writer in the i’oll Mall Oazettt would wish to 
perpetuate a white horse, born white, with a pink nose, 
said to be M great a rarity in Europe as an Albino.— 
Such an animal being really on albinized specimen of 
the horse, there appears to be good reason why art 
should not be employed to make it incrcMe and multi¬ 
ply, even if it were possible. Albinos are not desirable 
products either amongst men or animals. 

That there is a natural relationship between color 
and temperament is a fact well known to all expe¬ 
rienced breeders. With the exception of Suffolk horses, 
which appear to have been educated into good temper 
and obedience, it may be said that an impetuous tem¬ 
per is M distinctive of chestnut horses m of red-haired 
men. Certain colors amongst animals of a specific 
obiBS are also chasacteristic of a predisposition to fas¬ 
ten, or of an unkindly feeder. No one would choose a 
red pig or a blue pig for breeding purposes. Possibly, 
the appearance of is a reversloo to some original 
feral type. It is remarkable, however, that where this 
kind of reversion appears among horses in a return to 
tbe oldest color, dun with black stripea, it is generally 
a symbol of hanllhood, endurance, and feeding prop- 
ertiea. Few questions are more interesting or more 
difficult in the science of breeding than the color of 
domestic animals, it is apparently a question of little 
importance. But tbe philosophy of breeding to color 
is only a branch of a wider and more abstruse subject 

Cerebro Spinal Meningitis. 

[rrom the Western Fann Jonmel.] 

The disease which 1 now report ia similar to that 
which attacked and wm so fatal amongst tbe horses of 
the 8d Avenue Oar Company, in New York City in 
1871. And since then isolated but nuinerous cases 
have been before the notice of the veterinary profes¬ 
sion in New York and Brooklyn and of myself in this 
city. This disease hM been known m far back m the 
last century, and hM changed names to suit the IdeM 
of tbe physicians. It hM been called Spotted fever, 
Spotted typhoid fever, Epidemic MeningitU, Spinal 
MeningitiBand iMtly Cerebro Spinal MeninmUs. 

My numble opinion is that the name wEioh I gave 
the aiieasifM afiWtng the horses here is about m ap¬ 
propriate aa any 1 have heard of. I called it Influenza 
affecting the nervous system. And the qnly objection 
1 see to this name is, it is rather comprehensivis. Hav¬ 
ing had uonslderable experience in Cerebro Spinal Men¬ 
ingitis M had prevailed In New York, and knowing that 
the diMase would be better understood under tbe lat¬ 
ter name, I WM Induced to use it. . « 

In most of the oases I have witnessed lately, tbe dis¬ 
ease showed Itself suddenly, the first appearanoe bebg 


ushered In with a shaking of the head, twitohiog of the 
nose and oontortioo of Urn eyes, and other symptoms 
which would lead the observer to suppose the horse 
WM affected with St. Yltus’ dance or hydrophobia. 
The second stage is where the patient extends his head 
and neck high m the air, and a tetanic spasm pervades 
bis whole frame. 

Next follows profuse perspiration and the animal 
falls, foaming at the mouth and biting at anything 
within reach. (A curvature of the spine [opiatholonoB] 
is often a marked feature.) The patient will act most 
violently, being in aperfect frenzy, and may possibly 
remain in that state lor DO or40 minutes unless relieved 
or death intervenes. 

Presuming that tbe horse recovers from this spell, 
be will arise, look stupid and neigh peculiarly and fre¬ 
quently. 

Now is the time to remove him to some more favor¬ 
able siluatlun, and afford such comfort as the cose may 
Buggeat, always taking the precaution to isulate him. 
B^e the forehead with ice cold water, blister the spine 
and pole, and give Intemally Bromide of Potassium t 
oz. twice or thrice a day. In the violent stage of the 
disease give 3 to 4 drs. of Chloral Hydrate, which may 
be repeated again and again if relief be not obtained. 

Then again you may bave partial paralysis to con¬ 
tend with, for m more tbao 30 per cent of ail the eases 
I attended 1 found this lo be tbe sequel. 

In these cases 1 always resort to slings and have the 
bind legs well hand rubbed and bathed in some sliiuu- 
iating liniment. 8. B. Swift, V. 8. 

Haknesb Poush.— The Journal of Applied Chemii- 
fry gives the following: “For good harness jiolish, 
take of mutton suet two ounces; beeswax, sU ounces; 
lampblack, one ounce; green or yellow soap, (wo 
ounces; water, one-half pint. Dissolve the soap in the 
water, add the other solid ingredients, mix well, and 
add tbe turpentine. Lay it on with a sponge and brush 
off with a brush. Tbe same blacking ought to answer 
as well for boots and shoes.”
